CHICAGO, railroad capital of America. . The great- 
est terminal in the world.... Center of an area in which 
tens of thousands of railroad workers live and work. . . . 
. You can learn all abut it in ballyhoo fashion from the As- 
sociation of Commerce, if you visit their sumptuous 
quarters at 1 N. La Galle St » 

To remind us still further that Chicago is America’s railroad 
metropolis, the moguls of the Association of American Railroads have 
made the Windy City their seat. On Friday these gentlemen conferred 
behind closed doors at Chicago's Blackstone Hotel. 

Secrecy was appropriate to this get-together. It was another gang- 
ster affair of the Morgan-Rockefeller agents. There they prepared 
“the plan of campaign,” as the local newspapers put it, for higher 
freight and transportation rates. 

They would not make public what the character of the campaign 
would be. But everybody knows it, even before J. J. Pelley and his 
gang descend upon Washington on the 29th. 

They will “sing a song of five cents,” before the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission. They will dwell on the nickel per hour “granted” © 


to the non-operating railroad workers and the 5 per cent “granted” 
to the operating brotherhoods. They will expand that nickel and that 
per cent until they grow to a 15 per cent increase and a W per 
@ent passenger rate rise. 

Two and two will become five under that higher mathematics which 
allows them to earn dividends on watered stock, bloated up and up 
aince the days of the woodburning locomotive and the stealing of pub- 
Wc lands. 

That nickel and that 5 per cent will be used for another pur- 
pose. They will be the ready implements used in the attempt 
te pit the farmers, the small business men and the workers in 
general against the railroad men. While drawing in half a billion 
more in new swag, the nickel will come in handy for a new 
assault on railroad workers’ conditions. 

Railroad workers can spell out what they should do, in reply. 

It is: Unity of the railroad workers in an effective federation. 

It is: Unity of the railroad workers with the rest of the labor 
movement, against the railroad magnates. 

Tt is: Wider independent political action of the railroad unions 
with all groups of the common people.

Whitney tells us that in 1936 
a freight brakeman received an average income of $114 a month, 
after deducting his away-from-home expenses. 


Look at that figure again—$114, “from which he must clothe, 


feed and shelter himself and his family.” 
That is. not even one-tenth of a days salary for the gentlemen 
who connived at the Blackstone Hotel.

Thorez Calls Catholies 
To Join in Fellowship 


Against Faseist nemy 


(Special te the Daily Worker) 


PARIS, Nov. 21.—Maurice Thorez, French Communist leader, in a recent speech 
here called upon the Catholics of France to join in battle with the Communists against their 
common enemies, fascism and war. 

All democrats, whether Communists, Catholics, Socialists or members of any other 
group, face the same sword of fascist oppression and the same threat of another world war 
devastating human civilization, he declared in a long, rounded-out speech which lasted * 
eral hours. 

Thorez recalled his now historic radio address made at the height of the — Se 
campaign a year and a half ago, when he called for _ineternal unity ond tromtnl eolteberstion 
between Communist and Catholic working people.” 4

“At Nice,” Thorez added feelingly, “in a big mass 

meeting of 10,000 persons, a young priest came to me, in 
his own words, ‘to grasp in joy the hand which we stretch 
out to the Catholics.’ This winter I had a visit from an old 
priest from the provinces who did not want to return to his 
village without expressing to me his sympathy for the 
policy of unity of the Communist Party.” 

This call for fraternity by the Communists keene 
down upon them the wrath of all the forces lined up against 
the people, Thorez said. 

, “The fascists, for whom religion is synonymous with 
hostility to the working class and Communists,” he said, 
“were the most and vicious. Once more we were 
faced with the charge, of such slight originality, that we 

— were maneuvering, laying a trap, playing a double game.” 

e The utter falsity of this charge was then shown by 

Thorez with a devastating array of facts. The French Radicals and Socialists, who at first 

— S ww somewhat at the appeal of the Communists to the Catholics, have since fol - 

owed in line. 


The Communists by no means hide their own explanation of the world, he said, 
which is based on philosophic materialism-—the theory vf modern science. 

“The Communists give a rational and scientific explanation of the world and its 
evolution,” he declared. “Confident in the worth of our doctrine, we therefore desire to 
spread our conceptions with purely and exclusively ideological weapons.” 

The leaders of the world Socialist movement have always flayed an insulting attitude 


to the convictions of workers, Thorez pointed out. Engels attacked the Blanqui 
group which in 1874 wished to “proclaim atheism as an obligatory article of faith. 

In 1909 Lenin wrote that it was not only permissible but necessary to recruit work- 
ers who retained their faith in God into the Bolshevik Partv, and that “if a priest comes 
to cooperate with us in our work—if he conscientiously performs party work and does not 
oppose the party program—we can accept him into the ranks.” 

“The philosophical materialism of the Communists is far from the religious 
faith of the Catholics,” Thorez said. “Yet, as contrasting as are their conceptions of 
doctrine, it is impossible not to see in both that same generous ardor to reply to the cen- | 
tury-old aspirations of men for a better life. | 

„Ahe promise of a redeemer illumines the first page of human history.. , says 
the Catholic. The aspiration towards a universal city in labor and love holds up the 
proletarians who are battling for happiness for all men, declares the Communist.” 

In decaying Roman sociéty ravaged by a greedy imperialism, it was Christianity, 
which played a revolutionary role, rallying the oppressed and the downtrodden, facing per- 
secution and terror like that which meets the modern proletarian revolutionary. Friedrich 
Engels, co-founder of Marxism, pointed out the ‘similarity of the growth of the Christian 


and the Communist movements many years ago, Thorez recalled. 

“The progressive role of Christianity appears still later vet in the efforts to organ- 
ize charity and solidarity, in the attempt to bring greater justice and peace into the ro- 
lations between the men of the period of feudalism, in the care shown by the monas- 
teries and nunneries, those Communist groups in intention, deed and action which 
took as their mision to conserve, develop and transmit to the future generations the sum 
of human learning and the artistic treasures of the past,” he declared. 

“Is it possible to call to mind without a throb of emotion,” Thores said, “those 
centuries which saw rise towards the sky the arrowy spires of our magnificent Gothic 
cathedrals, those pure jewels of people’s art? 

“I often like to compare,” he added, “the cathedral builders, inspired by the 
ardent faith which raises mountains and permits great achievements, with the builders 
of the new Socialist society, the Stakhanovites, the heroes of labor who are creating on the 
free soil of the Soviet Union the industrial giants, the whole cities and even the grandly- 
conceived monuments in which today is expressed the enthusiastic spirit of Communism. 

“Communism is a noble and pure ideal, a bottomless source of generous impulses 
which exalt in its adherents the spirit of sacrifice and devotion.” 


This has been attested to by Catholics, Thorez said, quoting Father Ducatillion in his 
work, “Communism and the Chiristians.“

: “Communism wants order in society through the fraternal collaboration of free 
producers,” Thorez said. “The Communists obey a high moral code, for ‘the true moral 


code, like the true political code, is that which seeks to bring men closer in order to have = 


them work together for their mutual welfare.’ ” 

The Popes in their encyclicals have often repeated the Communists’ indictment of 

present-day society, and the only permanent answer, Thorez said, is the establishment of a 
Socialist society—where the dictum of Saint Paul, “He who does not work, neither shall 
he eat,” is put into active practice. 

At this very moment, Communists and Catholics are threatened alike in Germany by 
the Nazi terror. To avoid the common catastrophe of fascism and war, the Communists and 
Catholics cannot help but unite their efforts to a common goal of peace and freedom. 

Thorez bitterly flayed those who would throw the cloak of “religion” over General 
Francisco Franco, Spanish rebel chieftain, to conceal his treason to his country and his people. 

“No one can henceforth the cold-blooded desire for war of the fascist dictators,” 
Thorez said. “The President of the of the United States, the great democrat Roose- 
velt, has proclaimed it once more in a resounding speech.”

Chicago may well be upset about the new plot to bar 80 
per cent of the high school students of the Windy City from 
academic education and put them into vocational training classes 
that are under the sponsorship of the manufacturers of the city. 

If you want to find out what this plan will mean, consider the 
cos of the State of Mississippi, as revealed by Walter Daven- 
Port in the current issue of Colliers: 
* 


Two dig Mississippi power companies got their heads together 
with Governor Hugh White and passed a bill authorizing Mississippi's 
Cities to mortgage their treasuries to build factories—and to turn over 
those factories, rent free and tax free, to industrialists. who would 
buy electricity from the aforesaid power companies. 

Free rent and free taxes, however, wasn't enough for the Vertex 
Hosiery Company. They wanted free labor too, and they had been 
having plenty of trouble with tre Hosiery Workers Union in Weiss- 
vort, Pennsylvania, because the wages they paid were next to nothing. 

So the Vertex Hosiery Company got together with a Mr. 

Bush, and arranged to move their factory machinery into a PWA- 
built “vocational high school” in Ellensville, Mississippi. They 
got a 25-year contract allowing them to occupy the school— 
now a factory—rent free and tax free, and to use the labor of 
the students—now factory slaves—at whatever rate the school 
set. 

The school decided that four dollars a week for a forty-hour week 
would be about right.

Will adult workers continue to 
hold their jobs, when bosses can get students for four dollars a week? 
What happened to the hosiery workers of Weissport, Pa., left high 
and dry by Vertex? 

Young people need and want vocational education. Many of us 
want a chance to learn a skilled trade. Millions of us are turned 
away from jobs every month—because we don't have experience.” 
But where are we going to get experience? There's got to be a first
